eggs. The whelk is a Uttie shellfish, or 
marine mollusk.

in Europe is 
eaten 
like 
mussels, 
cockles, 
oysters 
and 
clams, 
but 
in the tropics it 
is 
more highly esteemed for the soap it 
provides in the shape of its eggs. The 
eggs are found 
In a light yellowisa 
mass which is composed of some five 
or 
six 
hundred 
capsules. 
One 
fish 
alone produces millions of these eggs 
la tbe course of the year. 
They are 
found on the shores of the Atlantic, 
but are very profuse on tbe intertrop-

reefs, where sailors take
